Mayor Thomas Koch intends to 
present his budget for the upcom- 
ing fiscal year, a spending plan he 
said would “hold the line,” dur- 
ing the May 3 meeting of the City 
Council. 

“T usually do it the first Monday 
in May,” Koch said in a recent in- 
terview. “That’s the plan.” 

Last spring, the mayor had de- 
layed his budget presentation by 
two weeks amid the pandemic so

he could better determine what im- 
pact it would have on the city’s fi- 
nances. That May, Koch presented 
a $340.25 million budget for fiscal 
year 2021, an increase of $10.47 
million over the prior budget, re- 
ferring to it as a “protection plan” 
meant to avoid cuts to city person- 
nel and services. Councillors in 
June approved a $340.12 million 
budget after making three cuts to 
Koch’s initial proposal. 

In the recent interview, Koch 


said he would be looking to hold 


the line on the budget for fiscal 
year 2022, which starts July 1. In 
addition, the mayor said the budget 
would be made with the assump- 
tion that councillors will approve 
his proposal to take out a $475 
million bond to fund the city’s out- 
standing pension liabilities, which 
he has said could save the city $20 
million in the new fiscal year.

MassDOT Shared Winter Streets, Spaces Funding 


Quincy Receives $114,735 | 
For Pedestrian Facilities 


The City of Quincy is 
among 36 municipalities 
and two public transit agen- 
cies that has been awarded 
funding from MassDOT’s 
Shared Winter Streets and 
Spacing Program. 

Quincy received 
$114,735.56 to reconstruct 
pedestrian facilities, includ- 
ing ramps, and improve 
traffic signals adjacent to 
both low-income and senior 
housing developments. 

The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation 
(MassDOT) announced the 
award of $5,318,845.57

Police Should Be Involved In 
Reform Effort, Sen. Keenan Says

Sen. John Keenan said 
law enforcement should 
have a seat at the table if 
Massachusetts lawmakers 
consider additional police 
reform legislation. 

In December, Gov. Char- 
lie Baker signed into law 
a sweeping police reform 
bill that lawmakers had ap- 
proved following the killing 
of George Floyd, a Black 
man, at the hands of Min- 
neapolis police officers and 
nationwide protests that fol- 
lowed. One of the officers, 
Derek Chauvin, had knelt 
on Floyd’s neck for more 
than nine minutes while by- 
standers recorded it. 

Last week, a Minnesota 
jury convicted Chauvin on 
all three charges he was 
facing — second-degree un- 
intentional murder, third-de- 
gree murder and second-de- 
gree manslaughter. Chauvin 
faces up to 40 years in 
prison on the second-degree 
murder conviction. 

During the trial, medi- 
cal experts for the prosecu- 
tion said Floyd died from a 
lack of oxygen because his 
breathing was_ restricted. 
The defense had asserted 
Floyd died because of a 
heart condition and illegal 
drug use. 

Keenan, a Quincy Demo-

crat, spoke to The Sun fol- 
lowing the guilty verdicts 
and said he believed the jury 
made the correct decision. 

“T thought it was the ap- 
propriate verdict,” he said. 
“I would at night go back 
and watch the trial from the 
course of the day. I didn’t 
see every second of the 
trial, but I made an effort to 
connect some of the signifi- 
cant portions of the trial. I 
thought the verdict was cor- 
rect, entirely appropriate, 
given the information. 

“IT know there was a lot 
of discussion about whether 
it was fentanyl that killed 
him, a combination of fen- 
tanyl and a heart condition. 
I thought the prosecution, 
through the pulmonary spe- 
cialist Dr. Tobin, really, re- 


ally fully addressed that is- 
sue. As I watched that, it left 
no doubt in my mind that he 
died from having the knee 
on his neck. I thought it was 
compelling and conclusive 
testimony. 

“That was one of the 
questions I had as the trial 
began, how _ effectively 
would they address that. 
They addressed it, I think, 
to the point where there 
couldn’t be any reasonable 
doubt that is just how he 
died.” 

Among other _ steps, 
the legislation Bay State 
lawmakers approved last 
year following Floyd’s 
murder established a new 
nine-member Peace Offi- 
cer Standards and Training 
Commission, which will be 
responsible for investigating 
allegations of misconduct 
and will have the ability to 
decertify officers. That com- 
mission, whose members 
are appointed by the gov- 
ernor and attorney general, 
was sworn in Monday. 

Keenan, who voted in 
favor of last year’s bill, said 
lawmakers should wait until 
that legislation is fully im- 
plemented before consider- 
ing additional measures. 

“We haven’t even imple- 
mented what was passed. It 
hasn’t gone into place yet 


for the most part and I think 
we have to move forward 
with what we have already 
legislated and what has 
been signed by the gover- 
nor and put that into place 
before we start talking about 
any other changes. It was a 
pretty comprehensive bill, it 
touched a lot of different ar- 
eas, so there wasn’t a whole 
lot that it didn’t address,” 
Keenan said. 

“There are a lot of com- 
missions and studies in there 
that will address, for in- 
stance, Civil Service, which 
impacts the hiring of police 
officers. There is the com- 
mittee that will overlook 
and discipline officers. That 
hasn’t really been constitut- 
ed fully or has not met yet, 
nor have they put in their 
regulations and their guid- 
ance.” 

If lawmakers do con- 
sider additional legislation, 
Keenan said police should 
be given a seat at the table. 

“T think for police reform 
to work, regardless of what 
the actual substance and 
content of that reform is, 
it will work best if law en- 
forcement is at the table and 
is part of the solution. If I 
were the person in charge of 
this, that would be the first 
priority,” he said.

It may sound dismissive 
and insulting to say that 
the older you get the more 
susceptible you become to 
fraud, but a study published 
in the journal, Annals of In- 
ternal Medicine, found that 
“even cognitively intact old- 
er adults can have ‘function- 
al’ changes that may render 
them financially. vulner- 
able,” according to Rebecca 
Weber, CEO of the Asso- 
ciation of Mature American 
Citizens (AMAC). 

The report goes on to 
note that the risk increases 
“dramatically” for. those 
who feel isolated and, as 
Weber points out, “loneli- 
ness, especially for older 
Americans, has become the 
routine during the current 
COVID pandemic.” 


The condition is known 
as Age-Associated Financial 
Vulnerability, or AAFV, and 
it is important to note that 
the study dealt with individ- 
uals who were financially 
competent during their life- 
times. “It doesn’t mean you 
are getting senile in your old 
age; it means that it is time 
to slow down a bit and that 
you might feel more com- 
fortable by getting ‘a second 
opinion’ when you are about 
to make a financial deci- 
sion,” Weber explains. 

The authors of the report 
say that more research needs 


- to be done in order to better 


understand who is at risk 
and why. They concluded

¢ Watch out for fraud- 
sters promising to clean 
your home as a means of 
avoiding COVID contami- 
nation. They don’t want to 
clean your home, they want 
to clean you out. 

¢ Salespersons may con- 
tact you with offers of oils, 


brews and all sorts of fake 
COVID preventative treat- 
ments; there are no such 
things. 

¢ And then there are the 
charity scammers. They 
may ask for a contribution 
to help out a needy family 
dealing with the coronavi- 
rus or a fake COVID-related 
charity. 

“Three and a half mil- 
lion American men and 
women turn 65 each and ev- 
ery day and it’s not unusual, 
anymore, to see friends and 
relatives reaching the ripe 
old age of 100 and beyond.

“T don’t believe all con- 
flict can be resolved and 
parties are not always able 
to find an acceptable middle 
ground,” she said. “When 
we try, anything is possible. 
People need to be heard, un- 
derstand each other’s point 
of view, gain clarity about 
their situation and at that 
point, acceptance is easier. 
What we don’t process in 
lifé holds us back.” 

Founded in 1979, CDSC 
assists in mediating conflicts 
including divorce, separa- 
tion and marital mediation, 
eldercare, issues related to 
the LGBTQ community, 
housing and consumer dis- 
putes, neighbors and work- 
place conflicts. The non- 
profit provides a menu of 
options: mediation services 
for resolving disputes, facil-

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State Awards $720,000 For Support 


Services For Young Adults In Recovery 


Award Will Help People 18-25 Recover From Substance Use 
Disorder Through Life Skills Training And Peer Support 


The Executive Office 
of Health and Human Ser- 
vices (EOHHS) and the De- 
partment of Public Health 
(DPH) has announced a 
$720,000 grant award to the 
national organization Young 
People in Recovery for the 
development of ° statewide 
support programs for young 
adults recovering from sub- 
stance addiction. 

With this funding, 
Young People in Recovery 
will develop, build, and 
maintain seven recovery 
support networks strategi- 
cally positioned in areas of 
critical need throughout the 
Commonwealth, providing 
young people ages 18-25 
the life skills and peer sup- 
ports they need to recover 
from opioid use, stimulant 
use, or other substance use 
disorders and co-occurring 
substance use and men- 
tal illness. The program 
launches in April 2021 with 
the capacity to serve ap- 
proximately 1,400 people 
annually. 

“As we cross the one- 
year mark of fighting the 
COVID-19 pandemic we 


remain aware of its serious 
impacts on those struggling 
with addiction, especially 
young people who may be 
experiencing social isolation 
as they social distance to 
stay safe,” said Gov. Charlie 
Baker. “This award builds 
on the Commonwealth’s 
ongoing efforts to provide 
support to those who are 
seeking a way out of addic- 
tion and from the grip of the 
opioid epidemic.” 

“Young people on the 
path to recovery from sub- 
stance use disorder must be 
able to access a support net- 
work to help them stay fo- 
cused on their long-term life 
goals,” said Lieutenant Gov. 
Karyn Polito. “This grant 
will help make these servic- 
es accessible throughout the 
Commonwealth to support 
recovering young adults.” 

The COVID-19 © pan- 
demic has created an ex- 
traordinary public health 
challenge in Massachu- 
setts, particularly for many 
young adults, whose social, 
emotional, and mental well- 
being has been adversely 


affected. For those affected 
by substance use, this grant 
initiative seeks to forestall 
the kinds of trauma that 
can have long-term conse- 
quences when faced at such 
an important developmental 
stage. 

“Studies have indicated 
that people between the ages 
of 18 and 25 are among the 
most impacted by substance 
use disorders,” said Health 
and Human Services Secre- 
tary Marylou Sudders. “This 
program will provide young 
people the support, engage- 
ment, and skills they need 
to maintain recovery as they 
transition into adulthood, 
making important resources 
accessible during a time 
when we are combatting.so- 
cial and emotional isolation 
caused by the COVID-19 
pandemic’s impact on our 
lives.” é 

“Life can feel over- 
whelming for young adults 
negotiating critical life de- 
cisions for the first time, 
but even more so for young 
adults in recovery from 
substance abuse,” said Pub- 


lic Health Deputy Com- 
missioner Margret Cooke. 
“Funding these crucial 
public health services will 
provide a stable community 


for young adults in recov- 


ery and guide them toward 
long-term success.” 

“DPH and the Bureau of 
Substance Addiction Ser- 
vices are working to ensure 
that young people have the 
resources they need to begin 
and maintain their recovery 
from substance use disor- 
der,” said Deirdre Calvert, 
director of DPH’s Bureau 
of Substance Addiction Ser- 
vices. “Establishing support 
networks in Massachusetts 
communities that are most 
in need will provide the ca- 
maraderie, respect, and per- 
severance that young people 
need to overcome substance 
use.” 

The grant award will be 
distributed over the course 
of FY21-22. The program 
is funded through the Sub- 
stance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administra- 
tion (SAMHSA) State Opi- 
oid Response (SOR) grant.

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Social Security Matters 


Ask Rusty: Can I Claim 
My SS Now And Switch 
To Spouse Benefits Later?

Dear Rusty: I am 62 and have been a homemaker for 
much of my adult life. I have a small Social Security ac- 
count from working years ago. My husband is older, has 
been the major wage earner and will have a good amount in 
Social Security when he claims. s 

I have been told that I should claim my social security 
now. It’s a small amount - about $475 per month if I claim 
it now, and $550 after I’m age 66 - so it’s not a life chang- 
ing difference. But if I claim mine now, when my husband 
reaches his full retirement age can I switch to claiming spou- 
sal benefits on his account? I understand I would no longer 
get mine, but I’m pretty sure my benefit from him will be a 
much larger amount. Signed: Inquiring Homemaker 

Dear Inquiring Homemaker: The simple answer to 
your question is: yes, if you claim your own small benefit 
now you can later switch to a higher spouse benefit from 
your husband when he claims his SS. But there are always 
consequences for claiming SS benefits early. The maximum 
spousal benefit you can get from your husband is 50% of 
the benefit amount he is entitled to at his own full retire- 
ment age (FRA). But you only get that full 50% if you delay 
claiming your own Social Security until you reach your own 
FRA. That doesn’t mean you can’t claim your own reduced 
benefit early, but it means that when you later get your spou- 
sal benefit it will be less than 50% of your husband’s FRA 
benefit amount. And here’s why: 

Your spouse benefit, when you receive it, will consist of 
your own earned benefit plus a spousal boost to bring you 
to your spousal entitlement. Your spousal boost will be the 
difference between your FRA benefit amount (regardless of 
when you claim) and half of your husband’s FRA benefit 
amount, and it will be reduced if you haven’t yet reached 
your FRA when your husband claims. That reduced spou- 
sal boost will be added to your own actual benefit (reduced 
if you claim at 62), which will yield a spouse benefit less 
than 50% of your husband’s FRA benefit. Said another way, 
when your husband claims at his FRA, you'll get a reduced 
spousal boost added to your own already reduced age 62 SS 
retirement benefit. I can’t put this into dollar terms for you 
without knowing your husband’s FRA benefit amount. 

FYI, if your age 62 benefit amount is $475 then your 
personal benefit amount at your FRA should be about $670. 
Essentially, the longer you wait to claim your own SS, the 
more your spousal benefit will be because the spousal boost 
will be added to the benefit you’re already receiving. Your 
spousal benefit reaches maximum (which is 50% of your 
husband’s FRA amount) at your FRA but remember that 
your husband must be collecting his SS for you to claim a 
spouse benefit. 

So, here’s the bottom line: you can claim your own SS 
at age 62 but the benefit amount you get will be reduced 
by 29%. If your husband claims at his FRA, you will get 
a spousal boost at that time, but the amount of the spousal 
boost will be reduced because you will not have reached 
your FRA at that time. The only way you will get the full 
50% of your husband’s FRA benefit amount is by waiting 
until your own FRA to claim Social Security. However, 
since your spousal benefit will be the highest amount avail- 
able to you, waiting and claiming yours at the same time 
your husband claims his, would also be a prudent strategy to 
lessen the “penalty” for claiming your benefits early. 

One final caution: Any time SS benefits are claimed early 
(before FRA) there is an “earnings test” which limits how 
much can be earned from working before SS takes back 
some benefits. Please keep this in mind if you should decide 
to go back to work at any time before you reach your full 
retirement age.

Inside the vehicle, offi- 
cers observed a brown Carhartt jacket in plain view (on the 
back seat). The 22-year-old was arrested and charged with 
the attempted armed robbery in Weymouth and the armed 
robbery at the Speedway Gas Station in Quincy. He was ar- 
raigned in Quincy District Court and held on $5,000 cash 
bail for the Quincy armed robbery. 

Detectives would learn that this individual is a suspect in 
several other robberies / attempted robberies on the South 
Shore. In fact, it was learned that on April 18, at approxi- 
mately 7 a.m., this same suspect attempted to rob the Prime 
Gas Station located at 571 Hancock St. in Quincy, however, 
this incident was not immediately reported to the Quincy 
Police. Video obtained shows an individual who appears 
to be the same suspect walk up to the counter and demand 
money from the clerk. He is eventually chased out of the 
store by the clerk. Detectives will be filing charges for at- 
tempted robbery for this incident as well.

There’s No Such Thing As The Poop Fairy!

Pet waste is hardly a topic that most of us want to dis- 
cuss in “polite” conversation. However, as residents of a 
coastal community, it’s critical that we are aware of the con- 
sequences of careless disposal of — or worse yet — the failure 
to dispose of pet waste. 

Dog waste left on the ground mixes with rain and melted 
snow and washes into storm drains. The storm drains then 
empty into the ocean, rivers and streams and carry bacteria 
and parasites from the pet waste. 

In our community, the resulting water pollution has a del- 
eterious effect on shell fishing and other wildlife, as well as 
limiting recreational opportunities. Swimming in Contami- 
nated water can cause serious health problems, 

The Neponset River Watershed Association (NepRWA) 
reports that the “EPA estimates that two or three days” worth 


of droppings from ... about 100 dogs would contribute 
enough bacteria to temporarily close a bay and all watershed 
areas within 20 miles of it, to swimming and shell fishing. 
Fecal waste-contaminated water can cause people to have 
serious kidney disorders, intestinal illness, cramps and diar- 
thea.” That statistic is staggering! 

It doesn’t require a major lifestyle change to bring about 
positive results. A few simple steps go a long way. Remem- 
ber to always carry a bag to pick up pet waste — and dispose 
of waste in a trash can. NEVER put anything down a storm 
drain because it does not go to a waste treatment plant; it 
goes to the nearest body of water! 

Because pet waste has the potential to create problems, 
dogs are not allowed on DCR coastal beaches and designat- 
ed swimming areas of inland beaches from May | through 
September 15, unless otherwise posted. This rule has been 
implemented primarily for public safety, public.health, or 


habitat concerns. 

At all times during the year, dog owners are required to 
clean up after their dogs. Signs are displayed on DCR prop- 
erties (and elsewhere) admonishing dog owners “Please 
don’t leave your poop behind.” 

The signs also advise dog owners that “Tossing or leav- 
ing dog waste in a state park is punishable by a fine of up 
to $200.” So, for the sake of the environment and your 
budget, please remember to pick up after your dog because 
as the sign also says, “Sorry, There Ain’t No Poop Fairy!”

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Quincy Receiving $10,000 State Grant For Tourism

State officials recently 
awarded the city of Quincy 
a $10,000 grant to promote 
tourism initiatives. 

Gov. Charlie Baker on 
April 20 announced 59 tour- 
ism organizations, chambers 
of commerce and municipal- 
ities would receive a total of 
$1.6 million in funding from 
the Travel and Tourism Re- 
covery Grant Pilot Program. 
Funds from the program are 
dedicated to marketing proj- 
ects that support the My Lo- 
cal MA campaign, enhance 
tourism recovery, and have 
the potential to increase 
non-resident visitation. 

“The tourism and hos- 
pitality industry is vital to 
the economic well-being of 
Massachusetts, Baker said 
in a statement. “Our ad- 
ministration recognizes the 
challenges this industry has 
faced during the pandemic, 
and these grants will support 
the commonwealth’s recov- 
ery by allowing grant recipi- 
ents to market to their local 
strengths.” 

The $10,000 grant the 
city of Quincy received is 
for Discover Quincy’s di- 
versity marketing campaign, 
Baker’s office said, “a 
multi-channel media cam- 
paign targeting a diverse 
audience, embracing Afri- 
can American and Latino 
communities, and includes 
radio commercials, video,

website banrer advertising, 
and social media.” 

Sen. John Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat, said the 
goal of the grant program 
is to promote local tourism 
efforts. 

“The purpose of the 
grants is to promote tourism 
and Quincy’s I think is to 
particularly kind of look at 
tourism in a post-pandemic 
way and to help businesses 
and so forth with digital 
technology and social media 
and things like that,” he said 
in a recent interview. 

Keenan said the city can- 
not use the funds to support 
a potential ferry service that 
would connect Squantum 
Point Park to Boston. 

“It is pretty narrowly 
defined as to what it can 
be used for,” he said of the 
grant. 

Quincy in recent years 
has partnered with the town 
of Winthrop to provide ferry 
service between Squantum 
Point Park and Boston as 
well as Winthrop. Quincy 
officials have said that could 
serve aS a precursor to a 
state-run ferry out at Squan- 
tum Point Park, similar to 
the MBTA’s Hingham ferry. 

Keenan said he continues 
to press for the permanent 
ferry service but noted the 
pandemic has slowed those 
discussions down. 

“We continue to push 
for a ferry out of Squan- 


tum Point Park. The pan- 
demic set it back. The ferry 
in Hingham was one of the 
first transportation servic- 
es that was cut. Ridership 
dropped very quickly, and it 
was one of the first ones that 
was reduced,” Keenan said. 

“All discussion of ferry 
service and the future just 
kind of came to a halt.” 

With ridership on all 
forms of mass transit down, 
Keenan said he has told the 
state’s transportation secre- 
tary and the general man- 
ager of the MBTA that now 
is the time to figure out how 
to better serve commuters. 

“With public transporta- 
tion utilization so low, now 
is the time to figure out the 
best modes of transportation 
and as people come back, 
steer them to what we think 
is most cost effective for the 
taxpayers, most efficient for 
the riders, most reliable for 
the riders. When you apply 
that analysis, ferries do pret- 
ty well,” Keenan said. 

“T had conversations with 
each of them and made that 
suggestion and asked wheth- 
er they would be looking 
at, for instance, traffic data 
and volume to predict when 
people would be going back 
to Boston for work.” 

As more and more peo- 
ple begin commuting to 
work again, Keenan said 
some might decide it is no 
longer worth it to sit in traf-

O’Donnell Warns Homeowners About Deed Scam 


Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam P. O’Donnell reminds 
Norfolk County residents to 
disregard a direct mail solic- 
itation offering them a cer- 
tified copy of their property 
deed for a fee of anywhere 
from $59.50 to $95. 

“For the past several 
years, a California company 
has been preying on unsus- 
pecting homeowners by 
sending a direct mail solici- 
tation asking them to send a 
check for $95 in order to re- 
ceive a copy of their deed,” 
O’Donnell said. “If a con- 
sumer knew that they could 
print a non-certified copy 
of their deed for free from 
our website www.norfolk- 
deeds.org or obtain a certi- 
fied copy of their deed for a 
charge of only $1 per page 
plus an additional $1 for 
postage, they would never 


agree to pay such an outra- 
geous fee for service. The 
average price for a mailed 
homeowner’s certified deed 
copy by the Registry (usu- 
ally two pages) is $3.” 

“These __ solicitations,” 
noted O’Donnell, “are la- 
beled Recorded Deed No- 
tice and request that the 
homeowner forward a check 
in the amount of $95 for a 
copy of their deed. The Reg- 
istry has been contacted by 
multiple individuals who 
have received this solicita- 
tion. Please do not fall for 
this scam.” 

O’Donnell added: 

“While the deed direct 
mail solicitation may be le- 
gal, it is by no means ethical. 
Clearly, this is a scam being 
perpetrated against hard 
working Norfolk County 
residents, many of whom 


are first-time homeowners 
or elderly. Consumers are 
interpreting these notices 
as a bill, since they are af- 
fixed with a due date. I once 
again urge in the strongest 
terms that Norfolk County 
citizens not let themselves 
fall victim to these types of 
misleading deed scam ad- 
vertisements.”

Administration launched a 
new round of Economic In- 
jury Disaster Loan (EIDL) 
assistance — called Supple- 
mental Targeted Advances 
— on April 22, 2021 that will 
provide $5 billion in addi- 
tional assistance to | mil- 
lion small businesses and 
nonprofit organizations that 
have been most severely af-

fected by the economic ef- 
fects of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. The Supplemental 
Targeted Advance program 
is the latest SBA relief pro- 
gram to launch as part of the 
American Rescue Plan Act 
on March 11, 2021. 

“Many of our nation’s 
small businesses are still 
struggling to recover from 
the economic impact of the 
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COVID-19 pandemic, and 
we’ ve found that the small- 
est businesses -- the major- 
ity of which are minority- 
owned -- are hurting the 
most. The SBA’s Supple- 
mental Targeted Advance 
program aims to reach those 
businesses with 10 employ- 
ees or less who need our 
help today,” said SBA Ad- 
ministrator Isabella Casillas 
Guzman. 

This additional _ relief 
to the smallest and hard- 
est hit businesses builds on 
Administrator | Guzman’s 
April 6 action to signifi- 
cantly increase the maxi- 
mum loan amounts for CO- 
VID-19 EIDL assistance 
from 6 months of working 
capital with a maximum of 
$150,000 up to 24 months of 
working capital and a maxi- 
mum of $500,000. SBA also 
announced on March 12 
that the agency would ex- 
tend deferment periods for 


all disaster loans, including 
COVID-19 EIDLs, until 
2022 to provide more time 
for businesses to build back. 

Effective April 22, the 
SBA modified the Targeted 
EIDL Advance application 
process to determine if busi- 
nesses also qualify for the 
additional $5,000 Supple- 
mental Targeted Advance. 
SBA will contact eligible 
business entities to apply 
and applications will be pro- 
cessed on a first-come, first- 
served basis. To qualify for 
the Supplemental Targeted 
Advance, an eligible busi- 
ness entity must be in a low- 
income community, suf- 
fered greater than 50 percent 
economic loss, and have 10 
or fewer employees.

funds would include $15 
million to acquire the Mun- 
roe Building and the parking 
lot at 1177 Hancock St., $6 
million to relocate the ten- 
ants of the Munroe Build- 
ing, and $2 million for con- 
sultant services, including 
an Owner’s project manager 
and architect. 

The cost to construct the 
building itself is expected to 
top $100 million, a consul- 
tant for the city said Mon- 
day. 

The council’s finance 
committee, a committee of 
the whole, began its review 
of the initial $23 million ask 
Monday night. The commit- 
tee deliberated the bond for 
three*and a half hours but 
did not vote on the matter. 
Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy, the chairman of 
the committee, said he could 
hold at least two more meet- 
ings on the proposal in the 
coming weeks. 

Quincy College currently 
operates primarily out of 
leased space at Presidents 
Place, an office building lo- 
cated across Hancock Street 
from the Munroe Building. 
Koch has said finding a new 
home for the school, one 
where it would no longer 
needs to rent space from a 
private landlord, is key to its 
long-term future. 

“A permanent home for 
Quincy College will end 
decades of nomadic status, 
wondering where the insti- 
tution will be next,” college 
president Richard DeCris- 
tofaro said at Monday’s 
meeting, before listing all 
the buildings the college has 
used in the past. 

“Through all of these 
transitions, our municipal 
college, Quincy College, 
has endured.” 

The college’s enrollment 
has decreased in recent 
years, according to infor- 


mation that DeCristofaro 
provided to councillors. The 
school served more than 
8,000 students in both fiscal 
years 2017 and 2018, which 
dropped to 6,169 in fiscal 
year 2019 and 5,807 in fis- 
cal year 2020. 

The share of students the 
college serves at its Quincy 
campus has also fallen. The 
school served more than 
two-thirds of its students at 
the Quincy campus in fiscal 
years 2017 and 2018, com- 
pared to 55 percent in FY20. 
At the same time, the share 
of students it has served on- 
line grew from 11 percent in 
FY 17 to 30 percent in FY 20. 

DeCristofaro, the long- 
time former  superinten- 
dent of the Quincy Public 
Schools, said the college is 
working to bolster its ties to 
the school system so more 
Quincy students enroll in 
the college. The college is 
also looking to do the same 
in other South Shore com- 
munities, including Plym- 
outh, where the school oper- 
ates a second campus. 

The college has taken 
steps in recent years to bal- 
ance its budget, DeCristo- 
faro said. The college nearly 
broke even in FY20, he said, 
after facing an initial deficit 
of $1.8 million. The school 
projects to end the current 
fiscal year, FY21, with a 
surplus of $800,000. 

DeCristofaro said the 
school consolidated space 
at Presidents Place to help 
save money on rent. Going 
forward, he said rent would 
“continue to escalate and 
take away from important 
student and faculty servic- 
es.” 

Paul Hines, the city’s 
commissioner of public 
buildings, said the glass 
city hall annex building 
opened in the late 1970s. 
In the decades since, Hines 
said minimal accessibility 


upgrades have been made 
to the building along with 
some replacement of inte- 
rior finishes and partitioning 
of larger spaces into indi- 
vidual offices. 

“With the exception of 
that, there has been liter- 
ally no maintenance to this 
building,” he said. 

The building does not 
meet the requirements of the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act, Hines stated, and lacks 
a fire suppression system. 
The HVAC system is fail- 
ing and provides no ventila- 
tion, the electrical system is 
maxed out and cannot sup- 
port additional capacity, and 
the glass facade is in need of 
repair, among other issues. 

To correct those issues, 
Hines said the city would 
have to spend somewhere 
between $17.5 and $18.2 
million, not including the 
cost to abate hazardous ma- 
terials, install a temporary 
HVAC system while the 
existing system is upgraded 
and temporarily relocate 
employees. 

The proposed new build- 
ing would stand 16 stories 
tall and include 205,000 
gross square feet of space. 
Of that total, 145,000 gross 
square feet would be for the 
college and 60,000 gross 
square feet for municipal 
offices, including those cur- 
rently in the annex building 
as well as the Planning De- 
partment, which now oper- 
ates out of the Coddington 
Building. The Health and 
Veterans’ Services Depart- 
ment could possibly move 
there as well. 

The building would 
have three entrances. The 
entrances for Quincy Col- 
lege would be on Hancock 
Street and in the rear of the 
building, facing the MBTA 
station. The entrance ‘to the 
municipal offices would be 
on the side of the building

facing the Hancock-Adams 
Common. 

While the designs for 
the new building are not 
yet complete, it is expected 
to cost $100 million to con- 
struct, according to Joseph 
Shea, an engineer with 
Granite City Partners. 

“A building of the 
magnitude that you see, a 
200,000-square-foot tower 
in the downtown, is a $100 
million building,” he said. 
“It is definitely a nine-digit- 
plus type of building.” 

If the council approves 
purchasing the Munroe 
Building and the nearby 
parking lot, Shea said the 
city would take title to those 
properties within 30 days. 
The current tenants of the 
Munroe Building would 
have 12 months to relocate 
from when the city takes 
title to the building. 

If the council were to ap- 
prove the $23 million bond 
before the end of June, Shea 
said schematic design for 
the new building could be 
finalized by the fall of 2022, 
at which time it would be 
presented to councillors for 
approval. Construction of 
the new building could com- 
mence in early 2023 and it 
would be ready to open in 
time for the 2026-27 aca- 
demic year. 

During Monday’s meet- 
ing, several councillors 
questioned the concept of 
building a new home for the 
college. 

Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey said the college’s 
budget has been “artificially 
deflated” during this fiscal 
year and the previous one 
because the school is no lon- 
ger reimbursing the city for 
its share of health insurance 


costs, about a $2 million an- 
hual expense. She suggested 
it might be time to have the 
college operate independent 
of the city. 

“This may be more ap- 
propriately the 
Quincy College board was 
to go to the state maybe and 
ask to be part of the commu- 
nity college plan,” Mahoney 
said. “The taxpayers are 
being asked to fund a col- 
lege...we are the only mu- 
nicipal college and that is a 
concern of mine.” 

Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain asked why the admin- 
istration would seek to take 
the Munroe Building for 
such a purpose, because do- 
ing so would remove it from 
the city’s tax roll and would 
stop it from being redevel- 
oped by a private entity. He 
also noted that more and 
more students are taking 
classes online, a trend that 
began even before the pan- 
demic forced many schools 
to move away from in-per- 
son classes at least tempo- 
rarily. 

“If we say no to this 
building, it is not Quincy 
College’s demise,’ Cain 
said. “|The question] is how 
do we reposition Quincy 
College for its success and 
that to me would include 
finding resources that are 
not necessarily bonded 
numbers to buy valuable 
real estate in the downtown 
on speculation.” 

Ward 5 Councillor 
Charles Phelan Jr. said he 
saw the benefit the college 
can provide to its students 
but said he and his col- 
leagues need to consider its 
impact on taxpayers.

hold the line,” Koch said of 
the FY22 budget. 

“We can always go back 
and adjust, but I have got 
to make some assumptions 
going in. For example, that 
the City Council will look 
favorably on the pension 
obligation bonds, because 
that is going to have a big 
implication on the revenue 
and expenditure of the new 
fiscal year. That is obviously 
going to be a help to the city 
budget going forward. 

“As I’ve said before, the 
health insurance, retirement 
costs, you get those first and 
then, ‘OK, what other fixed 
costs are going up,’ whether 
it is energy or that type of 
stuff. Then you start figur- 
ing from there.” 

Koch also noted all of 
the city’s contracts with 
the unions who represent 
municipal workers have ex- 
pired in the past year. 

‘All the contracts are up. 
We are getting more serious 
in negotiations, but the pan- 
demic kind of just pushed a 
lot of things off,” he said. 

Despite the financial 
uncertainty the pandemic 
has caused for many cities 
and towns, Koch said there

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Baker-Polito Announce Plans For Continued Reopening 
Face Coverings Order To Be Relaxed For Some Outdoor Settings April 30th 


The Baker-Polito Admin- 
istration announced Tues- 
day that Massachusetts will 
reopen some outdoor Phase 
4, Step 2 industries effective 
May 10th and put plans in 
place for further reopening 
on May 29th and Aug. Isf. 

The administration con- 
tinues to take steps to re- 
open the Commonwealth’s 
economy with public health 
metrics continuing to trend 
in a positive direction. This 
includes drops in average 
daily COVID cases and hos- 
pitalizations. Massachusetts 
remains first in the nation 
for first vaccine doses and 
total doses administered per 
capita, among states with 
more than 5 million people. 
The administration will also 
relax the Face Coverings 
Order for some outdoor set- 
tings, effective April 30th. 

Phase IV, Step 2 In- 
dustries and Gathering 
Changes: 

On March 22, Massa- 
chusetts loosened capacity 
restrictions and advanced 
to Step 1 of Phase IV of 
the reopening plan. Since 
then, case rates dropped by 


20%. The positivity rate has 

dropped to the lowest levels 

recorded since last summer. 
Effective May 10th: 

Large venues such as in- 
door and outdoor stadiums, 
arenas and ballparks cur- 
rently open as part of Phase 
4, Step | at 12% will be per- 
mitted to increase capacity 
to 25%. 

The Commonwealth will 
reopen some outdoor Phase 
4, Step 2 industries includ- 
ing amusement parks, theme 
parks and outdoor water 
parks that will be permitted 
to operate at a 50% capacity 
after submitting safety plans 
to the Department of Public 
Health. 

Road races and other 
large, outdoor organized 
amateur or professional 
group athletic events will 
be permitted to take place 
with staggered starts after 
submitting safety plans to a 
local board of health or the 
DPH. 

Youth and adult amateur 
sports tournaments will be 
allowed for moderate and 
high risk sports. 

Singing will also be per- 


mitted indoors with strict 
distancing requirements at 
performance venues, res- 
taurants, event venues and 
other businesses. 

Effective May 29th: 

Subject to public health 
and vaccination data, gath- 
ering limits will increase to 
200 people indoors and 250 
people outdoors for event 
venues, public settings and 
private settings. 

Subject to public health 
and vaccination data, ad- 
ditional Phase 4, Step 2 in- 
dustries will be permitted to 
open including: 

¢ Street festivals, parades 
and agricultural festivals, 
at 50% of their previous 
capacity and after submit- 
ting safety plans to the local 
board of health. 

e Bars, beer gardens, 
breweries, wineries and dis- 
tilleries, will be subject to 
restaurant rules with seated 
service only, a 90-minute 
limit and no dance floors. 

Subject to public health 
and vaccination data, the 
restaurant guidance will be 
updated to eliminate the

there are going to be more 
online classes as_technol- 
ogy changes and is more 
cost-effective for students,” 
DiBona said. 

“These are all unforeseen 
things that we don’t know 
over the timeframe.” 

DiBona asked if the city 
would be able to lease out 
Quincy College’s portion of 
the building to a third-party 
should the college be unable 
to occupy the space when 
the building opens in five 
years. 


Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said that is 
topic of discussion for a 
later date. 

“Tt is an incredibly valid 
point, councillor. We under- 
stand that perspective in its 
entirety and it makes a lot 
of sense,” Walker said. “I 
would say that it is a discus- 
sion more likely to happen 
between now and the time 
we are back before you for 
the actual buildout budget.”

North Football Prevails Against SL

The Silver Lake High 
School football team took a 
risk. It didn’t pay off. 

Silver Lake went for two 

after their final touchdown 
of the game but failed to 
convert on their two-point 
conversion. It turned out to 
be the difference-maker and 
delivered a win to the North 
Quincy Raiders. Ultimately, 
the Raiders won the game 
played last Friday night at 
home 14-13 to finish their 
season at 4-2. 

Although Silver Lake 
started the game with the 
ball, North Quincy got on 
the scoreboard first. Silver 
Lake had trouble catch- 
ing the ball on the opening 
kickoff, so they started off 
on their own three-yard line. 
They got a first down, but 
a tackle for a loss by Harry 
Gaudiano stunted their drive 
~ and they punted on that set 
of downs. North Quincy got 
the ball at the Silver Lake 
48. 

North moved the ball 
downfield with carries from 
Liam Hines (18 carries, 120 
yards), Thomas Murray 
(7 carries, 40 yards), and 
Hunter Maclsaac (3 carries, 
21 yards). They got to fourth 
and one at the 15, but a false 
Start pushed them back five 
yards. Then, the team went 
to the air. Quarterback Coo- 
per Hansen connected with 
Brendan Hines on a 20-yard 
touchdown pass with 1:52 
left in the quarter. Murray 
hit the extra point, giving 
the team a 7-0 lead. 

The two teams then trad- 


ed possessions with Silver 
Lake forced to punt after 
Brendan Hines popped a 
Silver Lake receiver on third 
down resulting in an incom- 
plete pass and North Quincy 
losing a fumble on Silver 
Lake’s 25-yard line. 

Silver Lake capitalized 
on this drive, scoring on a 
seven-yard touchdown run 
with 3:19 left in the quarter. 
They tied the game at seven 
apiece with a successful ex- 
tra point kick. 

The first play of the drive 
was a 20-yard quarterback 
run. They picked up two 
first downs on quarterback 
runs of more than 10 yards. 
They also had a running 

back sweep for one and a 
pass play. The touchdown 
came on third down when 
they reached the red zone. 

North Quincy quickly 
responded. Maclsaac _re- 
turned the ball to the Silver 
Lake 44-yard line. On the 
first play of the drive, Liam 
Hines took the ball up the 
middle for a 42-yard gain. 
The next play, he went up 
the middle again, this time 
for a two-yard touchdown 
run. Murray hit the extra 
point, giving the team a 
14-7 lead. 

Silver Lake punted on 
their next drive, in part 
thanks to a sack from Bran- 
don Baker resulting in a 
seven-yard loss. Silver Lake 
sacked North Quincy on the 
final play of the first half--a 
one-play possession. 

North Quincy started the 
second half with the ball. 
Dylan Clifford recovered 


an onside kick around mid- 
field, giving the team strong 
field position. They picked 
up a pair of first downs but 
threw an interception once 
they reached the 23-yard 
line. Silver Lake took over 
at the 29. 

Silver Lake’s drive re- 
sulted in a three-and-out. A 
10-yard holding penalty — as 
well as a tackle for a loss on 
their running back by Baker 
and defensive end Grant 
Murphy —stunted their drive. 

Following the punt, 
North Quincy started off at 
their own 26-yard line and 
began a drive that ended 
with a missed 39-yard field 
goal attempt. 

North Quincy took a 
risk on fourth-and-short on 
their first set of downs, but 
it worked. Michael Gorman 
(4 carries, 19 yards) gained 
11 yards up the middle to 
keep the drive going. Three 
plays later, MaclIsaac had an 
18-yard run up the middle to 
get them to the 26-yard line. 
Following a delay of game 
penalty and eventually, a 
roughing the passer penalty, 
North Quincy had a first and 
10 at the 16-yard line situa- 
tion. They gained four yards 
on the first two downs, but 
a 10-yard holding penalty 
set them back--and their at- 
tempted halfback pass trick 
play on third down resulted 
in an incomplete pass. On 
fourth and long, they unsuc- 
cessfully attempted the field 
goal. Which Silver Lake re- 
turned to their own 22. 

Silver Lake would score 


on this possession, but not 
enough points to win the 
game. A 20-yard pass on 
third down got them to the 
42 and a 25-yard pass on 
second-and-five crossed 
them well over the midfield 
mark. Then, a 10-yard off- 
tackle run and a quarterback 
run with a fumble that they 
recovered put them at the 
seven-yard line. On fourth- 
and-one following a failed 
QB sneak attempt, Silver 
Lake got into the end zone 
with their right wingback 
sweeping left. The two- 
point try failed, however, as 
defensive back Jamal Maxi- 
milien put pressure on the 
Silver Lake receiver around 
the line of scrimmage, dis- 
rupting his route.

AAA: MA Gas Prices Up Three Cents 


Massachusetts’s average 
gas price is up three cents 
from last week ($2.74), av- 
eraging $2.77 per gallon. 
Monday’s price is 1 cent 
higher than a month ago 
($2.76), and 83 cents higher 
than April 26, 2020 ($1.94). 
Massachusetts’s average gas 
price is 11 cents lower than 
the national average. 

“Both demand and sup- 


ply have steadily increased 
over the last several weeks,” 
said Mary Maguire, AAA 
Northeast Director of Pub- 
lic and Government Affairs. 
“The jump in demand com- 
bined with a small increase 
in supply pushed the na- 
tional gas price average two 
cents more expensive on the 
week to $2.88. This is the 
largest one-week national 


jump we’ve seen in five 
weeks.” 

AAA Northeast’s April 
26 survey of fuel prices 
found the current national 
average to be 1 cent high- 
er than last week ($2.87), 
averaging $2.88 a gallon. 
Monday’s national average 
price is 2 cents higher than 
a month ago ($2.86), and 
$1.11 higher than this day 
last year ($1.77).

Baker-Polito Legislation Aims At Improving Road Safety 


The Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration Monday filed 
legislation to improve road 
safety, entitled, “An Act 
Relative to Improving Safe- 
ty on the Roads of the Com- 
monwealth.” 

The legislation includes 
provisions previously filed 
by the administration in 
2019 and several new pro- 
posals, including increas- 
ing penalties for individuals 
who cause personal injury 
while driving on a non- 
administratively suspended 
license, 

“These proposals will 
make Massachusetts road- 
ways and streets safer for 
all travelers and will help 
reduce roadway fatalities 
across the state,” said Gov. 
Charlie Baker. “This legis- 
lative package builds upon 
laws enacted in 2019 to pre- 
vent and enforce distracted 
driving, and we look for- 
ward to working with our 
partners in the Legislature 
to take additional steps to 
improve road safety.” 

“This legislation will 
make a difference for all 
travelers in the Common- 
wealth including pedestri- 
ans, bicyclists, and drivers,” 
said Lt. Governor Karyn 
Polito. “We are grateful for 
the input from municipal 
leaders, advocacy groups 


and non-profit organiza- 
tions, which allow us to take 
steps that will save lives and 
prevent injuries in commu- 
nities throughout the Com- 
monwealth.” 

“The new laws are first 
and foremost in keeping 
with our goal to reduce the 
number of deaths on our 
roads,” said Acting Sec- 
retary of Transportation 
Jamey Tesler. “Crashes due 
to distracted driving, speed- 
ing, and other unsafe driving 
behaviors, continue to occur 
on Massachusetts roadways 
despite reduced driving lev- 
els during the pandemic, and 
these proposals will help 
refocus and change current 
driving habits and behaviors 
to ensure that individuals re- 
main safe.” 

“Preventing roadway in- 
juries and fatalities is a pri- 
ority for all of us at EOPSS,” 
said Public .Safety Secre- 
tary Thomas Turco. “These 
common-sense _ proposals 
are important to make sure 
that drivers, passengers, and 
vulnerable road users like 
pedestrians and bicyclists 
can all get home safely.” 


An Act Relative to Im- 
proving Safety on the Roads 
of the Commonwealth, in- 
cludes proposals on the fol- 
lowing new and previously 
filed topics: 

¢ Primary Seatbelt: al- 
lows law enforcement to 
stop motorists for not wear- 
ing a seatbelt. 

¢ Haley’s Law: increases 
penalties for individuals 
who cause personal injury 
while driving on a non- 
administratively suspended 
license. New provisions 
would create three levels of 
new “aggravating factors” 
to driving while suspended: 
1) Driving negligently/reck- 
lessly: fine up to $1,000 and 
up to 5 years in prison; 2) 
Causing “serious bodily in- 
jury:” fine up $3,000 and 
house of correction up to 
2.5 years; and 3) Causing 
death: fine up to $5,000 and 
mandatory 2 years to a max- 
imum of 10 years in prison. 
Current statute simply pe- 
nalizes for driving while 
suspended. 

* Traffic Camera En- 
forcement Local Option: 
allows localities to place red 
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light cameras at intersec- 
tions (and the Department 
of Conservation and Rec- 
reation (DCR)/MassDOT- 
owned roads that serve as 
local roads with DCR/Mass- 
DOT permission). Cameras 
would be restricted to col- 
lecting photographs only 
upon a violation and only 
of the vehicle license plates. 
Violations would include 
running a red light and mak- 
ing an illegal turn on a red 
light. 

* Bicycle Safe Passing: 
requires a driver to main- 
tain a 3 foot “safe passing 
distance” and to travel at a 
speed that is reasonable and 
proper when passing a bi- 
cyclist or pedestrian when 
there isn’t any physical sep- 
aration (such as a protected 
bike lane or curb). Thirty- 
six other states have “safe 
distance” requirements. 

¢ Commercial Driver’s 
License (CDL) Changes: 
a refile of previously filed 
changes to the state’s CDL 


laws, which include updates 
to conform to federal law. 

¢ Crash Data Report- 
ing: proposes adding to re- 
porting requirements crash 
information involving “a 
vulnerable user,” a term 
which would include pe- 
destrians, bicyclists, public 
works or public safety per- 
sonnel working in the right 
of way, individuals on farm 
tractors, and users of other 
mobility devices such as 
scooters and in-line skates. 
Current statute requires 
drivers to report any crashes 
resulting in serious bodily 
injury, death, or property 
damage in excess of $1000. 
This reporting on crashes 
involving vulnerable users 
will assist municipalities 
and state transportation en- 
tities to identify problem ar- 
eas or emerging trends. 

¢ Side Guards and Ad- 
ditional Mirrors: requires 
all Commonwealth-owned 
and operated vehicles over 
10,000 pounds to have side 


guards, convex ‘mirrors and 
cross-over mirrors. Addi- 
tionally, all Commonwealth 
and municipal contractors 
would be required to have 
these devices by Jan. 1, 
2024. Side guards protect 
bicyclists and pedestrians 
from being swept under 
large vehicles, which can 
happen, for example, when 
vehicles are making tight 
turns at intersections. The 
convex mirrors complement 
the side guards. 

¢ Low-Speed Mobility 
Device Advisory Working 
Group: given the growth 
in use and acceptance of 
micro-mobility solutions 
like electric scooters and 
bicycles, and their unclear 
status in state law and local 
regulation, this bill calls for 
MassDOT to convene an ad- 
visory group to recommend 
a new statutory framework 
to ensure safe use while en- 
couraging these low-carbon 
transportation alternatives.

If Flea Collar Causes 
Reaction in Your Pet 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: 
I’m worried by recent re- 
ports that a certain brand 
of flea collar has been 
making dogs sick, and 
many have died. I live in 
an area where fleas and 
ticks are rampant, and flea 
collars are essential for 
my two pups. What can I 
do if they have a reaction 
to a new collar? -- Jane in 
South Carolina 


DEAR JANE: It’s under- 
standable that you're wor- 
ried. At the moment, the 
issues with the flea collar in 
question, Seresto, are being 
reviewed by the EPA, and 
no recall or warning has 
been issued. 

Flea collars are widely avail- 
able from different manu- 
facturers. They’re a popular 
choice because of the ease of 
use and affordability. How- 
ever, any of them can cause 
side effects, and it’s impor- 
tant to monitor your pet for 


them. A common one Is a 
skin reaction directly under- 
neath the collar shortly after — 
it’s put on for the first time. 
Your dog may scratch at the 
area; you may see reddening 
of the skin. Some reactions 
include hair loss around the 
collar. 

The itching is usually tem- 
porary. Consult your pet’s 
veterinarian if you see red- 
ness or hair loss, if the 
scratching and-whining con- 
tinues, or if your dog shows 
other signs of distress. If 
your pet is lethargic, drool- 
ing, vomiting or behaving 
strangely right after a new 
collar is put on, contact the 
vet immediately; it likely 
needs emergency treatment. 
To prevent these and other 
side effects, make sure to 
purchase the correct collar 
for your dog’s size and age. 
Putting a collar designed 
for a 100-pound dog onto 
a 15-pound dog can cause 
dangerous side effects be- 
small dog’s body 
just can’t process that much 
flea treatment.

April 29 is International Dance Day, 
in case you didn’t know. It’s so placed 
on the calendar to celebrate the birthday 
of Jean-Georges Noverre (1727-1810), 
creator of modern ballet. That’s accord- 
ing to the International Theatre Insti- 
tute, the founder and creator of IDD. 
Here are seven films that each celebrate 
the art of dance in their own special way. 

Dirty Dancing — Way up in the 
Catskills, Francis “Baby” Houseman 
(Jennifer Grey) learns more than the 
meringue from resident hunky dance 
instructor Johnny Castle (Patrick 
Swayze). When Johnny’s is looking 
for a dance partner for the big, sum- 
mer-ending dance, Baby steps in, falls 
in love and learns to fly. 

Black Swan — Natalie Portman 
plays Nina, a passionate, talented, 
obsessive dancer in Darren Aronof- 
sky’s dark psychological thriller. As 
a replacement for the previous prima 
ballerina, Nina fixates on the possibil- 
ity of being replaced, personified by 
newcomer Lily (Mila Kunis). 

Happy Feet — Elijah Wood voic- 
es Mumble, an Emperor penguin 
who can dance but not sing. This is a 
problem, because Emperor penguins 
find their soul mate by each casting a 
unique heartsong. Mumble stumbles 
his way through courtship, attempting 
to win the heart of Gloria (Brittney 
Murphy) while standing up for his 
own unique heartsong. 

Billy Elliot — The story of an 
1 }-year-old English boy (played by 
Jamie Bell) who is sent by his miner 
father to a gym to learn boxing and 
instead gravitates instantly to a dance 
class — an artform at which he excels. 
His father and family, as well as the 
townspeople, must band together to 
give this special young man a shot at 
the future he richly deserves.

Good bidding often finds its reward 
during the play. Here is an unusual 
case where East-West cooperated 
perfectly in both the bidding and play 
to defeat four spades. ; 

After East opened with one heart, 
South doubled, West bid two hearts, 
and North doubled. In the partner- 
ship’s style, North’s double in this 


sequence was “responsive,” asking 
his partner to choose a suit. 

East thereupon made the key bid of 
three diamonds. He realized — both 
from the strong bidding by North- 
South and from West's two-heart bid 
denoting a relatively weak hand 
that his opponents had the balance of 
power. East therefore bid three dia- 
monds in an effort to pave the way to 
the best defense. 

One round later, four spades became 
the final contract. West led a diamond 

the suit his partner had bid second- 
arily — and this proved to be the only 
way to score four tricks. East ruffed 
and, mindful of his partner’s raise in 
hearts, underled his A-K-Q in order 
to put West back on lead. West won 
with the jack and played a second dia- 
mond for East to ruff. 

East shifted to the queen of clubs, 
which did declarer no harm, but South 
still had to lose a diamond to West's 
king and so finished down one. It was 
a bitter pill for North-South to swal- 
low, and it was made all the more so 
by the knowledge that five diamonds 
was cold against any defense. 

However, what's bad for one side is 
usually good for the other, and East- 
West had every right to congratulate 
themselves on a first-rate performance.

Cure Heart Disease 


DEAR DR. ROACH: 
DEAR DR. ROACH: I ran 
across a recent article of yours 
about carotid artery steno- 
sis. In this article you state 
that “there is no miracle food, 
drink or supplement that can 
clear out arteries.” 

This is actually not true. 
Id like to point out Dr. Dean 
Ornish’s work as well as Dr. 
Caldwell Esselstyn’s work on 
heart disease. Both doctors 
showed regression in coronary 
plaques in their patients whay 
followed a whole food plant- 
based diet. One young patient 
who suffered a heart attack 
even saw complete reversal in 
his coronary artery blockage 
on a whole food plant-based 
diet. 

I’d encourage you to check 
out their studies and books if 
you haven’t done so already. 
Their work is very encourag- 
ing and shows that we do not 
have to succumb to heart dis- 
ease. --K.G. 

ANSWER: | appreciate your 
writing to give me a chance to 
make my point a little more 
clearly. 

I do want to emphasize that 
the patient was asking specifi- 
cally about YouTube videos for 
“food, drinks and diet regimens 
that clear arteries.” I have seen 
some of these, which say, for 
example, all you need is a cup a 
day of lemon juice and turmeric 
to clear your arteries. There are 
health-care professionals in the 
media who tout simple cures to 
reverse heart disease. These are 
what I refer to when I say there 
are no miracle cures. 

That is not what you are re- 
ferring to in the work of Drs. Or- 
nish and Esselstyn. Theirs was a 
significant lifestyle intervention, 
not a miracle supplement. Dr. 
Esselstyn did a small, uncon- 
trolled observational study; Dr. 
Ornish did a small controlled 
study. In the Esselstyn study, the 
diet was quite restrictive: 

“Initially the intervention 
avoided all added oils and pro- 
cessed foods that contain oils, 
fish, meat, fowl, dairy products,

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avocado, nuts and excess salt. 
Patients were also asked to avoid 
sugary foods (sucrose, fructose 
and drinks containing them, re- 
fined carbohydrates, fruit juices, 
syrups, and molasses). Subse- 
quently, we also excluded caf- 
feine and fructose.” 

The Ornish study had a simi- 
lar completely vegetarian diet, 
but 10% of calories from fat was 
allowed. In addition, there was 
(as there was not in Esselstyn) 
mandatory stress reduction time, 
and all smokers in the study quit. 
This study’s results, proven by 
angiography, showed reversal 
in coronary blockages by 3% in 
five years, compared with 12% 
worsening in the control group 
in the same time. 

Esselstyn analyzed the study 
by those judged adherent and 


“nonadherent. For any subject 


who was judged nonadherent, 
62% had coronary events. Less 
than 1% of adherent subjects ex- 
perienced an adverse event. 
Together, these studies show 
that in a group of extraordinarily 
motivated study subjects, coro- 
nary lesions can undergo regres- 
sion with a multi-interventional 
approach including profound 
diet changes and sometimes oth- 
er lifestyle interventions. These 
aren’t miracle diets. It’s an entire 
dramatic change in lifestyle. 
Extreme lifestyle changes are 
not necessary to show benefit. In 
the PREDIMED study, a Medi- 
terranean-style diet was recom- 
mended, with high amounts of 
fruits, vegetables, legumes, olive 
oil and nuts, with less.red and 
processed meat, less commercial 
baked goods and spread fats, 
and less soft drinks. Those who 
were recommended this diet had 
fewer heart attacks, strokes and 
death than those who were in the 
control group and were recom- 
mended a low-fat diet..
